DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office action is in response to the Amendment filed on April 8, 20 1 0. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 and 7 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(a) In regard to claim 1, the prior art of record alone or in combination fails to teach 
or suggest: 

each of the first and second object lenses includes a converging portion 
that converges light and a flange that connects to the bobbin surrounding the 
converging portion, and 

a portion of the flange of one of the first and second objec t len ses is 
removed and the other one of the first and second object lenses is arranged to 
overlap the portion of the flange that is removed, so that a distance between the 
converging portion of the first object lens and the converging portion of the 
second object lens is equal to a width of the flange of the one of the first and 
second object lenses that is removed. 

(b) Claim 7 has similar allowable features as claim 1 .
